1. 


This action is in response to applicant's amendment received on 9/4/03. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 


2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-7 and 9-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Behmel et al. (foreign patent no. DE 4327466 Al) in view of Niitsuma et al. 

Behmel discloses (Fig. 1-21) the invention including perforating cylinders 19, perforating 
tools 16, perforating strips 18, bridge-shaped perforating bars 20, a cylinder shaft 58, 80, 
mounting support 91-92, transmission elements (see Fig. 4, 10, 12, 16, 20), coulisse or slotted 
guide (see Fig. 20), transmission point/toothings 38-46, 54-55, a compensating device and 
mounting supports (see Fig. 4, 14, and 16) and an adjusting unit (see Fig. 1-18). Behmel does 
not show adjustable perforating cylinders. However, Niitsuma teaches the use of adjustable 
perforating cylinders for the purpose of adjusting the distance between the axes of perforation 
and mating cylinders. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have modified Behmel's device by providing adjustable 
perforating cylinders as taught by Niitsuma in order to shorten printing preparation time, 
increasing productivity and reducing labor. Regarding to the bridge-shaped perforating bars 
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straddling the perforating cylinders, Behmel teaches the bridge-shaped perforating bars 
straddling the perforating cylinders due to the close proximity of the bar and the cylinder. 


Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant 
argues that Behmel does not show "at least one bridge-shaped perforating bar straddling a 
respective one of said perforating cylinders adjustably fixed to an axis of respective one of said 
perforating cylinders". However, Behmel teaches the use of at least one bridge-shaped 
perforating bar straddling a respective one of said perforating cylinders adjustably fixed to an 
axis of respective one of said perforating cylinders (Fig. 11).
